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ORANGES MAY BE |Fish Frozen In Center 
Of Cake of Ice To Prove 
That It Was Big Catch 


USED LOGALLY A 
DAIRY SILO FOOD 


Diarymen Hear of Value of 
Oranges-Bean Straw 
Silage 





C. S. Musser, Upland dairyman, 
believes that cull oranges offer a 
beneficial food for livestock feed, 
following discussion of the ques. 
tion at a joint meeting of the Cow 
Testing association and the dairy 
department of the county Farm 
Bureau, held at John Galvin park, 
Ontario, recently. 

Mr. Musser, chairman of the | 
two organizations, states that he | 
may use the oranges in his Silos, | 
putting the oranges through a 
silage chopper and combining 
them with bean straw or a cheap 
grade of alfalfa. Ratio ig 40 per 
cent orange and 60 per cent straw 
Or alfalfa. The cnly difficulty in | 
such feed is that “it is quite a job | 
| to get ready to use oranges in a | 
silo,” according to the Uplana 
dairyman. Changing over from 
corn silage to the orange silage 
involves considerable work anda| 
expense, 

The good results obtained from 
jorange-silage feed in Ventura ! 
county were explained to the 
| dalryman by Milton D. Miller, as- 
| sistant agricultural agent, Ven- 
tura county. 

An orange grower from Orange | 
county attending the meeting, con- | 
sidered the proposed use of 
oranges would be of great interest 
to orange growers. 

Mr. Musser pointed out that 
dairymen could not afford to pay 
for the oranges, above the expense ; 
of hauling them from the ag 
house. However, the hauling ex- 
pense would be eliminated, and 
another objectional practice—the 
dumping cull oranges where odors 
are objectiabk—also would be 
eliminated. 

The high percentage of water 
in an orange (90 per cent) makes 
it somewhat difficult to handle in 
' silage. In some instances, juice has 
been extracted from oranges and 
fed to hogs and the pulp has been | 
used in silage. | 

Dairymen have been feeding | 
dried orange pulp, manufactured 
‘py the Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts, Ontario, for a number 
years, with good success, accord- 
jing to Mr. Musser.
